Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1949* 

It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  the  two  Medical  Officers 
who  carried  out  the  work  during  that  year  have  resigned: 

Dr.  Bozman  to  take  up  an  appointment  abroad  and  Dr.  Aitchison 
because  of  ill-health. 

Health  and  Vital  Statistics  for  the  district  have  to 
be  considered  in  relation  to  the  age  grouping  of  the  population. 

In  Newquay,  as  in  many  other  parts  of  Cornwall,  there  is  an  excess 
of  elderly  and  invalid  immigrant  persons.  The  result  is  a 
relatively  low  birth  rate  (11.85  per  1000  population  compared  with 
16.7  per  1000  for  England  and  Vales)  and  a  relatively  high  death 
rate  (14*92  per  1000  population,  which  on  correction  for  age 
distribution  gave  a  rate  of  11.85  per  1000  as  compared  with  11.7 
per  1000  for  England  and  Vales). 

There  was  no  abnormal  prevalence  of  infectious  disease 
with  the  exception  of  Poliomyelitis.  With  four  cases  in  1949?  the 
rate  was  high  compared  with  that  for  the  whole  country.  There 
is  a  tendency,  however,  to  exaggerate  the  importance  of  this 
crippling  disease.  The  major  infectious  disease  is  still  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  of  which  there  were  eleven  cases  and  three  deaths.  The 
disquieting  prevalence  of  this  disease  is  aggravated  by  the 
housing  shortage. 

Progress  in  housing  has  been  slow  and  there  were  182 
applications  for  houses  at  the  end  of  1949* 

Apart  from  the  housing  need,  the  particular  health 
problem  of  Newquay  is  the  large  increase  in  population  occasioned 
by  summer  visitors.  This  increase  imposes  a  great  strain  on  the 
public  health  services,  but  conditions  have  been  good  and  there 
has  been  little  preventable  illness. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Pickering,  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  his  Staff  for  their  excellent  work  through  the  year. 
Thanks  are  due  also  to  the  Clerk  and  other  Council  Officers  for 
co-operation  and  help.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  gratitude  to 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and 
support.

The  District  consists  of  the 
Town  of  Newquay  with  a  surrounding  district  entirely 
rural  in  character  with  Agriculture  and  Dairy  Farming 
as  the  main  industries®  The  Town  is  a  very  popular 
seaside  resort  with  fine  amenities® 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for 
the  mid-year  1949  to  be  9,777?  a  decrease  of  373*  There 
is  a  great  increase  in  the  population  during  summer 
months,  the  increase  being  estimated  to  double  the 
population. 

According  to  the  Rate  Book,  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  in  the  district  was  2,962;  the  rateable  value 
being  £119,865  which  represents  £499  for  a  Penny  Rate 
product. 

The  mean  maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  for  the  year 
were  58.3°F.  and  48.0°F.  respectively;  both  were  slightly 
in  excess  of  the  normal.  There  were  1,885  hours  of 
sunshine  which  represents  of  the  possible.  The  wind 

was  mainly  from  the  south  and  west  and  on  eleven  occasions 
reached  gale  force.  The  following  table  gives  the  monthly 
rainfall  for  1949  which  was  about  5'*  below  the  average.

There  has  been  no  change  from  1948  and  facilities  provided 
have  been  one  two-berthed  ambulance  operated  by  a  full¬ 
time  driver  with  the  invaluable  assistance  of  the  Newquay 
Division  of  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  and  Cornwall 
No.  6  Detachment  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  During 
December,  an  increase  in  establishment  was  authorised; 
the  new  establishment  to  be  one  ambulance  and  one  utilicon 
together  with  a  staff  of  four  drivers. 

The  Fire  Service  has  arranged  to  service  vehicles  at 
fortnightly  intervals. 

The  telephone  call-out  system  works  efficiently  and  no 
delays  have  been  experienced. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Bellingham,  organiser  of  the 
Hospital  Car  Service  and  to  the  many  ladies  and  gentlemen 
who  provided  transport  at  all  times  on  request.

Approximately  60^  of  all  births  occur  at  home,  and  with 
the  limited  hospital  accommodation,  there  is  little 
likelihood  of  change.  Gas/Air  anaesthesia  is  available. 

An  ante-natal  clinic  was  held  at  the  Newquay  Hospital 
weekly.

This  is  confined  at  present  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis.

The  only  hospital  in  the  area  is  the  Newquay  Hospital 
which  deals  with  general  medical  and  surgical  cases. 
Maternity  cases  are  sent  to  Redruth  and  Infectious 
Disease  cases  requiring  special  treatment  and  isolation 
go  to  Truro.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  DISTRICT 
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WATER  The  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Newquay  and 

District  Water  Company  -  a  Statutory  Company;  and  the 
supply  is  derived  from  the  following  sources 

(a)  Deep  adits  at  Ruthvoes  and  St.  Columb  Road  by 

gravitation  to  Coswarth  Reservoirs.  The  St.  Columb 
Road  supply  is  chlorinated  at  the  source,  but  there 
is  no  chlorination  of  the  Ruthvoes  supply*  which  is 
also  of  high  acid  character.  Both  these  supplies 
are  filtered  through  pressure  filters  at  Coswarth 
and  are  also  chlorinated  at  this  point. 

(l)  A  main  supply  from  Trewollack  obtained  by  pumping 

from  old  mine  shafts  and  adits,  the  water  afterwards 
being  conveyed  to  aeration  and  filtration  plant  at 
Fairpark.  There  is  a  connecting  main  between  Pairpark 
and  Coswarth  Reservoirs. 

( c)  A  supplementary  supply  derived  from  Porth  Stream. 

This  supply  is  chlorinated. 

(d)  An  occasional  supply  from  a  shaft  at  Mount  Wise. 

All  sources  with  the  exception  of  the  occasional  supply 
from  Mount  Wise  are  mixed  at  the  Pairpark  Service 
Reservoir  and  chlorinated.  The  supply  is  wholesome  and 
monthly  reports  submitted  by  the  Water  Company  are 
satisfactory.  Nine  samples  of  the  supply  'wore  taken  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
were  uniformly  satisfactory. 

All  houses  in  the  town  and  district  have  a  piped  supply 
available  in  the  house.

Early  indications  are  that  the 
scheme  is  satisfactory,  but  it  may  be 
necessary  to  arrange  that  the  effluent 
does  not  pool  on  the  beach. 

This  is  carried  out  as  necessary. 

Two  premises  were  disinfested  following  complaints  of 
their  verminous  condition. 

Preventable  pollution  of  the  streams  at  Porth  and 
Watergate  has  been  investigated  and  many  houses  and 
hotel  properties  are  converting  their  sewage  disposal 
arrangements  to  the  septic  tank  system. 

All  areas  in  the  district  are  now  on  the  main  water 
supply  and  inspections  are  made  to  see  that  accommo¬ 
dation  is  brought  up  to  standard. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  inspects  the  area,  but  the 
Surveyor’s  Department  is  responsible  for  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse,  street  cleaning  and  supervision 
of  public  conveniences,  A  new  public  convenience  for 
both  sexes  has  been  built  near  the  Western  National 
Omnibus  Offices,  but  there  is  still  need  for  more  public 
conveniences  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Refuse  is 
dealt  with  by  tipping,  but  the  tip  is  far  from 
satisfactory. 

More  litter  baskets  have  been  provided  and  a  man  was 
employed  on  removal  of  litter  in  the  centre  of  the  town 
during  the  holiday  season. 

Methods  of  treatment  are  satisfactory.  Sewer  treatment 
revealed  that  only  two  manholes  were  infested.  The 
two  main  sewers  are  chlorinated  and  no  rats  are  found.
